Bushnell has granted a londltlonal 
pardon to W. J. Elliott and he is now 
on his way oat of tho itftte. 

The pardon was handed to Elllptt 
and he was at unce escorted to the 
vmloa station according to promise by 
Warden Coffin. The pardon was writ 
ten by the governor himself and the 
S€al placed thereon with his own hands, 
tb« object evidently being to prevent 
the employing of tbe official knowl- 
edge that such an instruoKnt had been 
Issued. The document seta out that 
William J. Elliott was convicted at the 
April term. 1891. ot the Franklin coun 
ty courts, of tiie crime of murder In the 
second degree. The condition Is in the 
following language: "That be imme- 
diately on his release leave toe £.ate 
ot Ohio and pever return thereto." 

On tbe back of the pardon is the fol- 
lowing indorsement: "Ohio peniteu 
tiary, July 4, 1899. In pursuance of the 
provisions of section eighty-nine of the 
RerisAl Statutes of Ohio, I ber.ebr ac- 
cept the conditions named in the with- 
in warrant under penalty (if forfeiture 
of, the pardon for a violation of the 
same. (Signed.) William J. Elliott. 
Witness, |>'ra^ Koehne. clerk." 

As soon tfa Elliott was dressed he 

was talten in a bugpy by Warden Cof- 
fin to the union station, where he was 
met by his entire family and P. J. El 
liott The meeting of the prisoner and 
his family was very affecting. They 
talked about 15 minutes before the 
train left, Elliott being ac ( onii>anitd 
by his wife. 

I^)lott Informed Warden Coffin that 
it was his Intention to remain In Chi' 
cago, where he ha.s partially complet- 
ed arrangements to engage in business 
of some kind. However, his first act 
will be to go into a hospital and have 
his InJijured eye removed.' The eye was 
injured' by W. W. Vamey throwing vit- 
riol in his face several years ago. Var 
ney was given a ten-year sentence for 
the crime, notwithstanding the fact 
that he always denied that it was an 
Intentional crime. Varney died at tbe 
prison about two years ago. In event 
that the Chicago scheme fails, he will 
go to Washington City to live. One re- 
port says he will go lo Los Angeles. 

W. J. Klliott was convicted for kill- 
ing Albert Osborn on the 22nd day of 
February, 1891, on High street, In 
front of what is now tbe Goodale hotel 
P. J. BUUott was in company with him 
when the shooting occurred and on 
meeting Osborn tbe shooting com- 
menced. At tbe time a Washington 
birthday procession was passing and 
several persons on the street were in 
Jured. P. J. Elliott was struck in the 
back by a spent bullet, but W. J. El 
llott escaped without a scratch. Os 
bom was shot in the mouth by a bullet 
from the revolver of W. J. EHliott and 
was afterwards shot in the body while 
laying in the hat store near the Good- 
ale by P. J. Elliott. The evidence 
Showed that W. J. Elliott had bla 
bands on the shoulders of a yonug lady 
while he was firing at Osborn. 

Before leaving Elliott prepared a 
long statement expressing thanks for 
hto liberty snd praising the devotion 
of his wife and family and other 
friends. It was issued to the "wardtB 
and my late fellow-prisoners'."

Jnly 4.— The Fourth of 
July was celebrated under glorious 
weather conditions, with much noise, 
merrymaking, a profusion of flags ami 
excursions and sports of all kinds, it 
was stated that there were more fire- 
works sold and more excursion boats 
running than on and previous Inde- 
pendence (lay, aud therefore the police 
and fire departments had more than 
their usual troubles. Tammany Hall 
celebrated with formal exercises in the 
wigwam. Joseph J. Willett, president 
of the Alabama Bar association, niade 
the oration of the day. He was follow- 
ed by ex-Congressman Asher 0. Car- 
uth. of Kentucky. Among tbe other 
speakers were James D. Richardson, of 
Tennessee, Norman E. Mack, of Buffa- 
lo; Thomas F. Grady, of this city; 
James W. Rldgeway. of Brooklyn; Wil- 
liam E. Oourley. of N. J.; A. Gaston, 
of Pennsylvania, and Cevey Holman, 
of Maine. There was a musical pro- 
gram by the Sixty-ninth regiment band 
and the Tammany Hall Olee club. 

General Joseph Wbeelep i^gretted 
his absence from the Tammany cele- 
bration in the following letter: 

"I regret very much tbat I cannot 
be present at the annifsfgrtir of your 
society whose existence is co-equal 
with that of our government. When 
your ancient society was formed we 
were young, struggling, and. as regard- 
ed by the world, weak nation. We now 
stand among the first of the powers of 
the world and we can truly say that 
this young nation whose existence 
commenced a little more than a cen- 
tury ago has exercised an Influence in 
the cause of civilization, progress and 
humanity such as has not been done 
by any other nation since the begin- 
ning of the history of man." 

Ez-Oovemor James 8. Hogg, of 'Tex- 
as, was responsible for the sensation of 
the day. "We Democrats will go to the 
next convention," he said, "advocating 
as before the unlimited coinage of free 
silver and gold at the ratio of 10* to i. " 
There was loud cheering at this. Ex- 
Governor Hogg said Democrats in 1900 
would denounce trusts, favor the in 
come tax, granting of Cuban independ 
ence, and the construction and mainte 
nance of the Nicarngiian canal and de 
uounce imperia.ism and government 
by Injunction. 

"With these principles, we will go 
into battle confldent of victory." be de- 
clared. "But we want the support of 
Tammany, the greatest of ail politic a 
organizations and above all we want 
to go into the fight under tlie leader- 
ship of William J. Bryan." 

As Governor Hogg uttered the name 
of Mr. Bryan, the cheering was deaf- 
ening and continued.

Delft. Holland. July 4.— There was a 
picturesque and impreeelTe ceremony 

at the Nleuve Kirk. •The church was 
fllled with delegates, diplomats, high 
officials and ladles. The ceremony be- 
gsa with § chorus singing Mendels- 
sohn'a "How Lovely Are tbe Meieen- 
gers That Bring Us Good Tidinga 0( 
Peace," after which A. P. Van Kana* 
beck, ex-foreign minister and batd 
Of t;^ Dutch delegatioo jo^ peace con- 
ference who presfded at tha ceremony, 

briefly outlined its nature. 

He said: "Nowhere has the confer- 
ence met with heartier sympathy than 
in tbe United States and it is aa a 
token of this feeling and ccknowtedt- 
ment of the reception of tbe conference 
by the Netherlands that the American 
delegates, in the name of their govern- 
ment, desire to pay trlbutcAA the mem- 
ory of Hugo Orotius. In order to give 
this additional signiflcance they have 
chosen for its accomplishment tbeir 
great national feast day." 

After tha natlmial hymn of the NeUf 
erlands had blien sung Andrew D. 
White, the United States ambassador to 
Germany, and head of the American 
delegation to the peace conference, in 
a long, scholarly address paid an elo- 
quent tribute to Orotius, "to carry 
whose ideas are aasentbled delagatft 
from all nations." 

Mr. White added: 'I feel that my 
own country unites not only in her 
gratitudefl but In that ot the elTillsad 
worid." 

After tracing Orotius' work and the 
effect of his ideas, Mr. White said: 
From this tomb of Orotius I seem tp 
hear a message to go on with the work 
of strengthening peace and humanizing 
war, and above all, to give the world 
at least a beginning of an effective, 
practical scheme ot ^bitratlon." 

At the end ot his addreM Mr. White 
laid on the tomb of Orotius, in behalf 
of his colleagues, a wreath of silver, 
oak and laurel leaves, bearing the in- 
scription: "To the memory of Hugo 
Orotius, on the occasion of the peace 
conference at The Hague, In reverence' 
and gratitude from the United States." 

Tbe wreath was three feet in diame- 
ter, and was In a big beach caaa wna- 
mented with silver, bearing the in- 
scription: "To the government of the 
Netherlands from the United States on 
the occasion of the conference of 1899." 

The names of the delegates to the. 
peace conference follow: Tbe attdreiM 
of acceptance was made by Dr. W. H. 
De Beaufort, the minister of foreign af- 
fairs and president of the ministerial 
council of tbe Netberlands. He said: 

"1>oday*s ceremony will make a leap 

imprci-i-ion thr()n?;b()ut the country. 
We Hollanders are i)roud of our coun- 
try, its glorious history and the mem- 
ory of our great men. We are pleased 
to see them appreciated by foreigners 
and the citizens of a country for which 
we have such respect and regaui. We 
are closely connected with the histori- 
cal traditions ot America. The first 
settlers on the banks of the Hudson 
were Hollanders and we shall always 
remember with a certain pride that it 
was a Dutch captain who first saluted 
the stara |uid stripes. Now we saluta' 
yonr star-spangled banner in our own 
country. Your country Is one of the 
largest in the world, ours is one of the 
smallest; but we have one thing in 
common, which is. we both won our 
country and its Independence by our 
own valor." 

In conclusion. Dr. Beaufort said he 
hoped the ceremony and wreath would 
act as a stimulus to future genera- 
tions in their exertions in behalt of 
further reforms in international law 
and that the wreath would be an ever- 
lasting emblem to the historical friend- 
ship of AaMrica and Holland. 

Preaideat Seth Low. ot Columlyia 
university, and a delegate to the con- 
ference, in returning thanks, said: 

"We do not make light of what w» 
owe to 9^and, but we St«Uy ^mit 
tbat we owe in a large meame to the 
Dutch many of the things which we 
count as most precious in our herit- 
age." 

Tbe ceremony concluded with the 
singing ot "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner."

leaders concerninj? the coming canipaiijn. 
Senator Goebel said to an Enquirer 
man : 

"It is certain that in the approaching 
election in this State the I.«uiBvine and 
Naabville Railroad Company purposes to 
ffpeat ao far aa it can tbe work it did in 
the campaign of 1896; and its efforts will 
this year be directed not only against the 
Democratic State ticket, but also to con- 
tro'linfc the General Assembly. It will 
endeavor to control nominations of Dem- 
ocratic candidates for tbe Senate and 
House of Representatives. 

"It hopes in this way, when the Demo 
cratic State ticket and a Democratic Gen 
eral Assembly shall have been elected, 
to thwart the enactment of tbe reform 
measures promised in the Democratic 
State platform.
